league of nations. | 

“Questions which are now before 
congress for settlement,” reads his 
twelve page printed appeal, “and in 
which there are elements that menace 
the peace and welfare of the republic, 
and which, if enacted into'law, will 
add to the ever increasing cost of liv-
